"Williamsburg Restored" a forty-five minute color sound film, brought to the large turn-out 
at the February 9 meeting an intimate, visual acquaintance with this unique recreation of 
the daily lives of our colonial ancestors. While conditions differed greatly between the 
various Colonies, only in Williamsburg is it possible today to see on a large scale a living 
embodiment of the life of the times. The history of the restoration was given interesting- 
ly, and contrasts between the town of thirty years ago and today were illuninatingly pre- 
sented. The focus of interest was the inmense labor of the process of restoration itself, 
painstakingly and lovingly detailed - and still in process. Sequence pictures showing 
roams, houses, and scenes “before and after," were climaxed by an intensive treatment of the 
Brush-Everard House, showing its many changes of design over the centuries, to its present 
form - fully restored to its early design, and size. Research, planning, architectural and 
interior decorating problems, world-wide quest for items to match those which existed in the 
colonial town - all are given due attention. A balanced over-all perspective is given by 
the editing and commentary, with even the contemporary accamodations for visitors and the 
Pleasant, well-infomed attractively costumed guides shown as they take visitors through the 
buildings. Williamsburg is presented as a living museum, consciously preserving in every 
practical detail, the memory of a great past. This film is a delightful recall to memory 
for those of us who have been there and should tease many others into planning a Williams- 
burg trip.

The inside story of the work behind publication of a genealogy was presented at the March 8 
meeting by DSGR member, Dr. Richard Dyer liudd, author of the new encyclopedia-sized, 1461 
paged "THE MUDD FAMILY IN THE U.S." Meany years of intensive research and compilation went 
into this work, which was aided by an Air Force assignment during the war, that sent Dr. 
Mudd into Texas, Denver, Washington, etc. where he invariably discovered complements of 
Mudds to enroll and record. A devoted sister-in-law - a typist - also worked four years on 
the project. Many people that could not be effectively reached by correspondence were vis- 
ited personally and as in any large family, individuals of all conditions, of low and high 
estate were found. Publicity was secured by taking every opportunity to speak on the project, 
and obtain reviews of the book. Called again into the service, Dr. Mudd wrked on the index 
in cold aeroplanes while flying from one inspection post to another and devoted all his ev- 
ening hours to the index dodging bridge dates with the generals. 

Dr. Mudd gave many tips that should be helpful to others. Home-made inquiry forms 
create less suspicion in the minds of recipients than do printed ones. Careful accounting 
of all expenses should be kept fran the beginning. While these cannot be charged off the 
incane tax until publication, they may then be deducted over a seventeen year period. A 
directory of current fanily addresses should be kept although this takes a great deal of 
labor. Secure a list of cemeteries in the area in which you are interested and with a small 
fee enclosed write asking for a list of all of the fanily name in that cemetery. 

The cost of such a publication is very heavy, over $6,000 prepublication expense and over 
$10,000 publication costs. Same good sources for data were the Univ. of Marylend Archives; 
Mt. St. Mary's, near Frederick, Mi.; Society of Jesus Archives, Woodstock, Md. (especially 
good source of Catholic records); Washington Cathedral (Episcopal recormis); Texas State Li- 
brary (newspapers befors 1900).

CERTAIN DESCENDANTS OF ELECTIOUS REYNOLDS AND MARY PEASE 
Contributed by D. H. Reynolds Page 


Alexis Renoll was born in the year 1653, probably on the Island of Jersey. He 
appeared for the first time in the records of New England when he took the oath of allegiance 
in Salem, 1678. He married Mary Pease, a daughter of John Pease, July 16, 1686, and they 
lived near the village where two or three children were born to then. 

About the year 1690 Alexis took his family south to the tow of Middleborough. 
Even before he had left Salem his name had begun to undergo a change. Fran Electius Ranals 
in Salem records, it became Electius Rennels when he bought land in Middleborough in 1711. 

In due course his name became Electious Reynolds in the town records. 

Electious was one of the founders of the Congregational Church of Lakeville (1725). 
It was then a part of Middleborough. The church was known as the Precinct Church. For his 
services in King Philip's War he received a grant of land in the town of Greenwich in western 
Massachusetts. This was apparently taken up by his grandsons and may tend to explain the 
movement of the family to old Hampshire County where they became residents of Shutesbury, 
Orange and New Salem. The old gentleman, Electious, died in Middleborough, in 1738, "aged 
85 years.” 

Only three persons besides the founder have borne the extraordinary name of 
Electious. These were his san, born in 1706, a grandson, Electious III, Revolutionary War 
veteran, and a great-grandson, Electious Reynolds Randall.

Joshua-3 Reynolds was born in Middleborough, Massachusetts, December 31, 1740. He married 
Mary Newhall, May 31, 1768, in New Salem, M&ss. They were residents of Shutesbury in 1772, 
where they owned land. In 1781 Joshua purchased 100 acres of land for 55 pounds fram Abel 
Merriman in Wells, Vermont, where he moved his family which consisted of his wife and two 
or three children. In 1784 he was chosen surveyor of highways at the town meeting, and in 
September, 1790, he was made a Freeman. He died in 1820 and was buried in a plot on his farm. 





The following Affidavit verifies the location of the graves of Joshua-3 Reynolds and 
Mery (Newhall) Reynolds, his wife, on the fam burial plot in Wells, Vermont. The graves 
are unmarked. 
"We, FRANK WELIER, and LEVI PRATT, SR., residents of the Town of Wells, County 
of Rutland, State of Vermont, being first duly sworn, do depose and say, that, to 
the best of our knowledge and belief there are at least two graves located in a 
smill piece of ground, or kmoll, upon the old Reynolds Farm generally known as 
the Sennett farm, now owned by Harvy Haskins of Wells. And to the best of our 
knowledge and belief this is the same burying ground that is described in Book I, & 





page 555, of the Town Clerk's Records of Wells, the deed from Palmer Reynolds to et 
Stephen Buxton, dated 1826, in which Joshua feynolds' son, Palmer, conveyed the farm 
“with the exception of a small piece which is reserved for a burying ground in which 
my honored parents are buried, supposed about ten rods." 

And I, FRANK WELLER, do depose and say that on Thursday morning, June 22, 1944, 
I accaupanied D. H. Reynolds Page of Huntingtom Woods, Michigan, to the old Rey- 
nolds farm located on the Brook Road, about three miles east of the village of 
Wells, Vermont. And I designated a certain area on said farm which I had been 
told by persons many years ago was an old burying ground. And I further depose 
and say that the size of this small piece is approximately ten square rods, the 
corners being marked by reumants of heaps of stones. The graves are located upon 
rising ground south of the old home, upon a slight knoll.

On July 13, 1820, the will of Joshua Reynolds was probated at Fairhaven, Vt., as follows: 
"In the name of God, Amen, I, Joshua Reynolds, of ‘lells in the County of Rutland and 
State of Vermont, yeanan, apprehensive of approaching dissolution, and now of sound 
mind and menory do make and publish this my last will and testament, in manner and form 
following, VIZ: Firstly, to my beloved wife, bry Reynolds, I give and bequeath a good 
support of my interest and a good Cow kept at her disposal as long as she remains my 
widow; secondly, to my son, Newell Reynolds, I give and bequeath sixty dollars in two 
years after my decease; Thirdly, to my son, Joshua Reynolds, I give and bequeath forty 
dollars in four years after my decease. Fourthly, I give and bequeath to my daughter, 
Mary, thirty dollars in six years after my decease. Fifthly, I give ad bequeath to 
my daughter, Delilah, thirty dollars in eight years after my decease. Sixthly, I give 
and bequeath to my granddaughter, Hoope Mane, one dollar in nine years fran my decease. 
Seventhly, I give and bequeath to my son, Palmer Reynolds, all my real estate in fee 
simple, forever, and in like proportion all my other estate of every kind excepting 
such parts of it as is herein above, bequeathed on consideration that he pays all my 
just debts and do perform the several matters and things herein after injoined to be 
done and perfomed, and do hereby appoint my sm, Palmer Reynolds, exscutor of this, 
my last will and testament. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand md seal 
the twelfth day of March in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seven- 
teen." The will is witnessed by Timothy Fuller, Anna Ryder, and Merry Rider.

THE IDENTITY OF HANNAH AINSWORTH, WIFE OF ERASTUS ADALIS OF LEVERETT, MASS. 
Contributed by Frederick Warner 
North Amherst, Mass. 


Capt. William (3) Ainsworth, (Edward (2), (1)), was born July 12, 1734, died Nov. 14, 
1815, Wales, Mass. and married Mby 29, 1755, Mary lfarcy, according to The History of Woodstock 
by Clarence W. Bowen, 1830, Volume II. ‘Two of their seven children were Laban, born July 19, 
1757, and Oliver, bom l&rch 3, 1773, Woodstock. Capt. William Ainsworth moved from Woodstock 
to leverett, Mass., and in 1802 to Wales, lass. 


Oliver Ainsworth graduated from Harvard College in 1794 and on October 23, 1794, 
married Hannah Marcy. They had a son, Thomas, born in Woodstock Jume 16, 1795 and in 1796 
they moved to South Brimfield, Mass. In 1797, Oliver Ainsworth disappeared and was never 
heard from. The son Thanas lived with his Ainsworth grandparents in Wales and after marriage 
went to Pennsylvania. 


Oliver Ainsworth's brother, Rev. Laban, was living in Jaffrey, N.H., on May 7, 1799 
when he purchased land in Leverett. A Hamnah Ainsworth was one of the witnesses to the deed. 
She was no doubt, the sister-in-law of Rev. Laban and widow of Oliver Ainsworth. Hannah and 
her young son, Thamas, were very probably living with her father-in-law, Capt. William 
Ainsworth. 


Now the Genealogical History of Henry Adems of Braintree, Mass., 1898, by Andrew N. 
Adams, states that Erastus(6)Adems (Nathan(5), Thomas(4), John(3), Edward(2), Henry(1)), was 
born Feb. 24, 1770, Leverett; died Aug. 13, 1856, Leverett and married Dec. 1802, at Leverett, 
Hannah Ainsworth of Woodstock, Connecticut. Who was this Hanneh Ainsworth? 


Capt. Stephen Marcy had a daughter, Hannah, born Dec. 24, 1770, who married Oliver 
Ainsworth of South Brimfield and died Jan. 26, 1836, in Brighton, Ohio. (Woodstock History, 
Vol. VII, p. 352). Jonathan(4)Marcy, (Israel(3), John(2), (1)), and wife Hannah Stone had a 
dau. Hannah born “say 1774" who married ----Adams, accormiing to the same authority. (p. 316) 
Jonathan Marcy died in Woodstock April 5, 1822 and his will, dated Feb. 8, 1822, on file in 
the Connecticut State Library, Hartford, names his daughter Hannah Adans. 


Hannah (Ainsworth) Adams died in Leverett on Aug. 3, 1862 and her gravestone reads 
"aged 85 yrs." Hemnah, the daughter of Capt. Stephen Marcy would have been 91 years old in 


1862, but Hannah, the daughter of Jonathan Marcy could well have been born in 1777 instead of 
“say 1774." 


Erastus and Hannah Adems naned their third child William Ward Adams, after Erastus' 
mother Sybil Ward and named their fourth child Charles Marcy Adems, very probably after 
Hannah's family name. 


From these facts it seems apparent that the Woodstock History has transposed the 
two Hannah Marcys and that the Hannah Ainsworth who married Erastus Adams of Leverett, Mass., 
was the widow of Oliver Ainsworth of Wales, Mass., and daughter of Jonathan Marcy and wife 
Hannah Stone of Woodstock, Connecticut.

term of six months. And the said Master further agreed to pay to the said apprentice 
one new bible, two new suits of wearing apparil and thirty five Dollars in good and 
lawful money.

Joseph Ford died June 18, 1758. In 1735 at Windsor he deposed that he was then 55 yrs. 
of age, hence born in 1680. The Ford Genealogy by E. R. Ford (1916) says that our Joseph was 
the son of Nathaniel Ford of Weymouth, but his son Joseph was born Oct. 31, 1700, at which 
time our Joseph was 20 years old. 

March 25, 
1681/2, daughter of Nathaniel and Sarah (Fuller) Hovey: granddaughter of Daniel & Abigail

It there states the total to be 48 victims, of which, 32 were civilians. Forty others were 
made prisoner but most of these were released the following day. Some of the killed were a- 
mong the prisoners and included in the previous total of 48. Lossing wrote some 68 years 
after the event. His principal informant was the Hon. James S. Campbell, who as a boy of six 
years of age was one of the prisoners taken to Niagara and held there for a number of years.

An interesting side-light is that a 
Miss Moor, one of the prisoners, while held at Niagara married a Mr. Powell, a British officer. 
In the massacre the only survivor in the Wells family was one son John, who was absent at 
school in Schnectady.
